EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4, and 6-1 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of independent claim 1 is the inclusion of the subject matter of 
claims 2 and 5. None of the prior art of record discloses or fairly suggests an apparatus 
for (or a method of) analyzing performance of a multi-stage radio frequency amplifier 
that includes the power source terminal coefficient of the front stage matching network 
and load refection coefficient of the back stage matching network, wherein the power 
source terminal coefficient is adjusted to be maximum power source terminal reflection 
coefficient for conjugate matching with an input reflection coefficient of the mid-stage 
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network, and the load reflection coefficient is also adjusted to be maximum load 
reflection coefficient for conjugate matching with an output reflection coefficient of mid- 
stage network. Therefore, claim 1 and its dependent claims are allowed. Independent 
claim 1 1 and its dependent claims are also allowed for a similar reason.
